OUR FINGER NAILS. 


Method by Which The? Arc Foraed 
• nd How Ther Grow. 


The nail Is a special modification ot 


the cuticle, the superficial cells being 
harder, more horny and more firmly 
adherent to each other than In the 
proper skin. The deep layerof the skin 
Is peculiarly modified to form the bed 
of the nail, Is highly vascular, and Is 
studded with almost parallel ridges, 
the true skin overlapping the sides 
and root of the nail, which flts Into 
the groove, as a watch glass Into Its 
rim. The surfaces of all these ridges 
arc covered with growing cells which, 
a« they flatten nnd chnnge Into horn, 
form one solid curved plate, the nail. 


Nails grow both In thickness and 


length. The Increase In thickness Is 
caused by tlfe formation 'bf nerve cells 
on the bed of tbe null; the Increase In 
length, throngh the formation of new 
folds at the hinder part of the bed. 
The nail, thus constantly receiving ad- 
dltlotn from below and from behind. 
If ilowly pushed forward over Its bed 
till It project! beyond the end of the 
Bnger and Is cut off at Interval* or 
worn away.

The 
labor leaders have taken the initiative 
in Inducing operatives to leave their 
work, after they have'goue back vol- 
untarily, by promising them specla 
support. This they have been able to 
accomplieh because of the arrival o 
money from the American Federation 
of Labor and other sources. 


In some mills where the extra loom 


system was imposed quickly steps are 
belug retraced and weavers are being of- 
fered a fewer number of looms at a rate 
less than tiie wage reduction called for. 
In some mills fixed pay Is belug al- 
lowed for weavers uutil conditions be- 
come more settled. 
Overseers and 


second bauds iu the mills are taking 
up Ihe work with more vim aud In the 
next two weeks the results of tbelr 
labors will be more apparent. 


The condition of business bids fair to 


Improve materially after the tint of 
the year and there Is good reason wby 
the mill men want to get their mills Iu 
operation. There Is uo talk of a com- 
promise among them and the disposi- 
tion lo Ignon the unions Is growing. 


The message disclose^ in every tine 


the spirit of the President's declared 
doctrine of the "square deal." What 
he says In regard lo Ihe Industrial prob- 
lems, the questions of wealth, of cor- 
porations, of capital a'ld of labor, Is 
fair, sound aud in the intercut of public 
order and 
business stability. 
The 


spirit of the President's message is best 
indicated by uh>it liesays In regaid to 
the Bureau of Corporation*. 
This Is 


the publicity bureau of ihe government, 
the establishment of which lias been 
feared so much by many of our Indus- 
trial corporations. And yet the Pre-i- 
denl fays In regard lo its policy ilial 
the aim is to accomplish the purposes 
of lt» creation by the "co-operaliuu, not 
antagonism," by "constructive legisla- 
tion," not "destructive prosecution," by 
the conservative investigation of law 
and fact and by the refusal to issue in- 
complete and hence necessarily inac- 
curate reports. 
Moreover, lie declares 


that the uu-tho'l of maklug punlic the 
results of tjie investigations by this bu- 
reau affords under the laAv a means for 
the protection of private rights. 
Con- 


gress will have all the facts.except such 
is would give to auother corporation In- 
formation which would injure the legit- 
imate business of a competitor aud 
destroy the incentive for individual su- 
periority auJ thrift. 


In view of the widespread Interest 


taken now iu the affairs of the great in- 
surance companies, the President's rec- 
ommendation that Congress consider 
whether the power of the Bureau of 
Jorporations caunot constitutionally be 
extended to cover interstate transactions 
in insurance is of extreme interest and 
suggestlveness.' 


The President makes uo declaration 


u regard lo the tariff. It 
Is known 


that personally he favors a reasonable 
tariff revision, aud he Is disposed to 
ake steps iu that direction provided 
le can secure guarantees of sufficient 
support within his own party to enable 
him to put the matter through. If he 
iuds that the prospects of success In 
be tariff revision is .favorable, it may 
be expected that he will at a later 
>erlod make the subject of the tariff the 
beme of a special message, and he has 
lad the question of calling a special 
session of Congress uext year under 
advisement. 


The President argues at great length 
n favor of a foreign policy based upou 
he Idea of peace with justice. He de- 
clares that the United States has uo 


land-hunger" aud entertains no pro- 
ects as regards other nations, save such 
as are for their welfare. 
He points 


with pride to the negotiations of many 
arbitration treaties with other coun- 
tries. But in carrying out thia policy 
of peace with justice he urges as a 
fundamental necessity the 
mainte- 


nance of a strong navy in order to give 
respect and strength to all efforts of the 
government In thedlrectiou of peace mid 
;ood will. He says thai it is coulemp- 
.ible for a nation as for au Individual 
to use high-sounding language to pro- 
claim its purposes or to take positions 
that are ridiculous If unsupported by 
potential force. Speaking ot the west- 
ern hemisphere, he says if a nation 
ibows that it knows bow to act with 
reasonable efficiency aud decency It 
need fear no interference from the Uni- 
ted States, but the chronic wrong-doing 
iu America, as elsewhere, ultimately 
requires intervention aud, In flagrant 
cases, the exercise of au international 
police power. 


The following are the principal points 


of the message: 


Tbe cost of doing government busi- 


ness should be regulated with the same 
rigid scrutiny as the cost of doing a pri- 
vate business. 


All encouragement should be given 


labor organizations so long as they 
are conducted with deceut regard for the 
rights of others. • 


The ever-increasing casualty list up- 


on railroads is a matter of grave con- 
cern, and urgently calls for action by 
Congress. 
Tbe American people need to continue 


to show the very qualities that they 
have shown—moderation, good eeuse, 
the earnest desire to avoid doing any 
damage, and yet the quiet determina- 
tion to proceed,step by step, in elimina- 
ting, or, at least, iu minimizing, what- 
ever of mischief or of evil there Is to in- 
terstate commerce In the conduct of 
great corporations. 


We should not permit overcrowding 


iu cities. 
There should be severe child labor 


aud factory inspection laws. 


All questious of tariff and finance 


sink Into utter insignificance when com- 
pared with the tremendous, the vital 
importance, of trying to shape condi- 
tions ?o that the duties of the mini as 
the breadwinner and of the woman as 
the worker and housewife can be fulfill- 
ed under reasonably favorable circum- 
stances. 
It is desirable to enact a proper na- 


tional quarantine law. 
Every silver dollar Hhould be made 


by law redeemable In gold, al the op- 
tion of the holder. 
There should be a comprehensive re- 


vision of the naturalization laws: 


There is no danger of having too 


many Immigrants of the right kind. 


Laws should be enacted directed 


against bribery and corruption in 
federal elections. 
Alaska should have a delegate In 


Congress. 
Tbe goal to set before ua as a nation 


Is the attainment of the peace of justice, 
of the peace which comes whe n each 
nuliou Is not merely safe-guarded in Its 
own rights, but scrupulously recognizes 
aud performs Its duty toward others. 


Until some method Is devised by 


which there shall be a degree of inter- 
national control over oflendiug nations 
It would be a wicked thing for the 
most civilized powers, for those with 
most sense of international obligations 
aud with keenest and most generous 
appreciation of the difference between 
right and wrong, to disarm. 
He 
earnestly 
recommends that 


there be no halt In the work of up- 
building the American navy. 


Our voice Is now potent for peace, 


and It is so potent because we are not 
afraid of war.

velt family did not see it uutil it wan 
served on the table. As a punishment 
and a warning to mendacious journal- 
ists the President has ordered that the 
representatives of the Boston paper 
shall be denied access to all Govern- 
ment offices In Washington. The order 
carries the bau and disgrace of disbar- 
ment. The President Is kind to all ani- 
mals. Recently while riding he heard 
the cries of a kitten that had fallen in- 
to a sewer. He called a colored man 
and paid him to rescue the little beast.

ures of President Itoosevelt's mess-age, 
which was transmitted to congress to- 
day, follow: 


The enlargement of scope of the func- 


tions of the national government re- 
quired by our development as a nation 
irvolves, of course, Increase of expense, 
and the period- of prosperity tbruuiili 
which the country 1» passing justitics 
expenditures for permanent improve- 
ments far greater than would be wise 
iu hard times, but abundant revenues 
and » large surplus always iuvite ex- 
travagance, and constant care should be 
taken to guard against unnecessary in- 
crease of the ordinary expense* of gov- 
ernment. 


The relations of capital and labor, and 


especially of organized capital and or- 
ganized lalwr, to each other and to the 
public a: large come second iu impor- 
tance only to the intimate questions of 
family life. 
As long as the states re- 


tn in the primary control of the police 
power the circumstances must be alto- 
gether ext.'eme which require Interfer- 
ence by the ied«ral authorities. 


Wageworkers have an entire right 


to organize and by all peaceful and 
honorable menus to emlcnvor to per- 
euade their fellows to join with them 
iu organizations. 
They have a legal 


right, v-hlch, according to circumstan- 
ces, may or may not be a moral right, 
to refuse to work in company with men 
who decline to join their organizations. 
They have under no circumstances the 
right to commit violences upon those 
who refuse to support their organiza- 
tions or who side with those with whom 
they are at odd«, for mob rule Is intol- 
erable in any form. 


The ever Increasing casualty list up- 


on our railroads li a matter of grave 
public concern and urgently calls for 
action by th« congress. 
The passage 


of a law requiring the adoption of a 
block signal system' has been proposed 
to the congress. 
I earnestly concur in 


that reecommendation and would also 
point out to the congress the urgent need 
of legislation In the Interest of the public 
safety limiting the hours of labor for 
railroad employes. 


There Is no objection to employes of 


the government forming or belonging 
to unions, but the government can nei- 
ther discriminate for nor discriminate 
•gainst non-union men who are In Its 
employment or who seek to be employed 
under It. 
Moreover, it Is a very grave 


Impropriety for government 
employes 


to band themselves together for the pur- 
pose of eitorting improperly high sal- 
aries from tbp govenr-cnt. 
Especl-

The efforts to recover the body of John 


Paul Jones and remove it to the United 
States, have been abandoned, because 
the grave cannot be found. Lieutenant 
( ommauder Sims of our navy, Mr. 
Iiaily-.Blauc.hard, second secretary of 
tbe legation at Paris, and lot hen have | 
giveu a great deal of time to the search- ' 
ing of the records and other investiga- 
tions; and, while they have succeeded 
In locating the cemetery in which'Jones 
wan buried, they have demonstrated 
the .mpossibiMties of recovering bis re- 
mains. 


Jones died of jaundice and dropsy at 


his lodgings, 42 Rue Tournan, Paris, on 
the 18th of July, 1792, aud was buried 
in a leaden coffin in a cemetery In Ihe 
northeastern part of the cilv, which

The nuked eye observation of true stars ! 
In full sunlight stands in quite a differ 
ent category. 


Humboldt, who was much interest 


ed in the question, repeatedly trial the 
experiment, both in Siberia and in 
America, nnd not only failed himself 
ever to detect a star, but never came 
across auy one who had succeeded. 
Much more recently on American as- 
tronomer set up a tube for the ex- 
press purpose of seeing the Pleiades 
by daylight, also with no effect.

has been supposed that Flnmsteeil, the 
first astronomer royal, sank n well at 
Greenwich observatory for the purpose 
of observing Gamma Draconis, the 
zenith star of Greenwich, In this man- 
ner. 


The existence of the well is undoubt- 


ed, though Sir George Airy, the late 
astronomer royal, was unable to find 
it, but Flumstoed marks it on more 
than one of his plans of the observa- 
tory, aud there is a drawing extant 
Of the -well itself, (growing the spiral 
staircase that ran down it. 
But its 


purpose seems to have been not to 
have furnished the menus of observ- 
ing the star with the naked eye, but 
to enable the observer to measure, aa 
accurately as possible, the distance of 
the star from the true zenith at the 
moment of transit 


Sir John Herschel mentions e case, 


which he considers as satisfactory evi- 
dence, of an optician who stated that 
the earliest circumstance that drew his 
attention to astronomy "was the reg- 
ular appearance at a certain hour for 
several successive days of a consid- 
erable star through the shaft of a 
chimney." 
This, it will be noticed, Is 


second hand evidence. 
I have never 


been able to obtain evidence even so 
direct as this myself, though I have 
met several persons who felt quite con- 
fident that they hud seen stars by day- 
light on looking up the shaft of a 
mine, or that "some one had told them 
he had done so."- Knowledge.

The first Impression tbat every prac- 


tical peraou mum gel froui Ibis curious 
suggestion ia, wu should >«y. tout it is 
nonsensical, ic slarts m a mate's neat 
aud whide up lu a proposition fur per- 
fectly uaeiesi surrender of political 
rights. We do not imagine that tbe 
people of a enisle atate iu the South, 
with tbe possible exceptiou of tbe uue 
wbicb IK presided over by tbe impossible 
Varduman aud erratically represented 
by Mr. Williams, would seriously con- 
sider sueb a fanciful programme of ae- 
tiou. What could it possibly lead to? 
A decision of the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Williams thinks tbat the decision would 
be iu favor of his notion of Slate rights. 
There in nothing iu the history of Che 
court Co warrautiiuch a conclusion. The 
court never ban undertaken to reverse 
tbe action of Congress iu regard to mat- 
ters obviously political iu cnaracter.and 
1< not likely uow to begin. 


The moat discouraging thing about 


this speech of Mr. Williams is that, ou 
the oue hand, It denotes a total niisun- 
dentaudiug of the tempers of the rent of 
the country, aud ou tbe other baud 
shows oue of the most intelligent aud 
trusted statemeu of the South still In- 
dulging iu liue-spuu theories aud doc- 
trinaire notions such aa were so fatal to 
the South iu tbe past. The people of tbe 
rest of the country are bv no menus as 
bliud to tbe dilliculties of tbe South aa 
Mr. Williams thinks, but tbey include 
in the term all tbe people .of tbat sec- 
tion, not the white alone. They recog- 
nize that iu great degree the troubles of 
the Southern people, black aud white, 
must be worked out at home, aud that 
the rest of tbe country cannot do much 
iu tbat direction. But they do not ac- 
cept, as Mr. Williams seems .to think 
tbey should, the "ethnological1'hasis of 
suffrage, aud tbey revolt against the 
idea tbat "educational aud taxation 
qualifications" shall be twisted Co ex- 
clude blacks and admit whites of the 
•ame general grade of fitness. Still they 
might tolerate eveu this absurdly unfair 
and rather hypocritical arrangement, if 
the whites of tbe South did iu good faith 
aud energetically protect the civil rights 
of the blacks iu tbeir States aud give 
them equality of safety for property aud 
life. But iu tbe actual condltiou of 
things iu tbe South such extreme and 
foolish talk as Mr. Williams indulges 
iu is calculated to bring about an aggra- 
vation of the feeling in tbe North which 
be deprecates. Ho wean you be very 
patient with or honeful*of a people 
whose wisest aud moat promising lead- 
er wanders iu such a maze of lunar 
politics?

Bad as are conditions of contract 


labor aud chain gaugs iu tome of our 
Southern Stales, they can hardly be 
worse than ilio*e which prevail where 
convicts are prevented by law from 
systematic employment. It is forever 
true tbat 


'•Satan finds some mischief flttll 
For Idle hands to do." 


Tbe evils of tbis law might be evad- 


ed by attaching a big farm to the pris- 
on, allowing the convicts to raise tbe 
gram and vegetables for tbelr own 
support. This was done with success 
in a woman's prison in auotber State. 


Let Illinois women of brains and 


ingenuity come to the rescue of these 
unfortunate prisoners by devising ways 
lu which they may be employed with- 
out their prison-made good? completing 
lu tbe market with good made by free 
labor. If that can be arranged, tbe 
hostility of tbe trade unions will be 
allayed. Tbe present law is unjustifi- 
able aud odiout.-H. B. B.

A recent editorial upou Woman Suf- 


frage In the Pittabuig Uazeite close* 
wltb tbis sentence: 


"The only question Is whether It 1* 


adapted to woman's nature lo parliei,- 
pale iu polities, for IK: amount of edu- 
cation can make a wouiau more like a 
mail than bur grandmothers weie. 


The above seutence contains the sum 


tolal of Ihe so-called arguments against 
woman suffrage, the only trouble lieiug 
that one class of opponents tells us 
women should not vote because they 
would become like men if they did to. 
aud the other class, like the writer of 
thm editorial, thai women should uol 
vote because uo amount of education 
could make them like the men. 


It seems Impossible for some people 


to conceive of anything but a mau .lu 
polities. It iv the very fact tbat wom- 
en are different from men, and will 
always remain so, that they need Ihe 
ballot and our government iu turn 
ueedstbem.

ropean Parliaments bave resolved them- 
selves into a circus. In the Spanish 
Chamber, according to tbe dispatches:

there was "terrific uproar." Tbe dis- 
patch says:— 


"The Chamber quickly became a 


bear garden, aud several blows were ex- 
changed. 
M. Syvetou struck Gen. 


Andre in tbe face, causing blood to 
flow. There was fighting almost every- 
where ou tbe flour." 


And uow at Buda Pesth the Hunga- 


rian members of Parliament bave like- 
wise been acting iu a violent aud tu- 
multuous manner, with tbe original 
feature that oue of them "threatened 
the president with a pair of scissors."

place at a meeting of tbe General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs.

The Rhode Island Women's Suffrage 


Association has adopted the following 
resolution: 


Whereas, the Statehood Bill, now 


pending before the Senate Committee 
on Territories, contains in Bection 3, 
Paragraph 5, aud also In Beclion 21, 
Paragraph 5, tbe following provisions: 


"Fifth—That said State shall uever 


enact any law restricting or abridging 
tbe right of suffrage on account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude, or ou account of auy other con- 
ditions or qualifications, save aud ex- 
cept on accouut of illiteracy, minority, 
sex conviction of felouy, mental con- 
dition or residence; provided, however, 
that auy such restrictions shall be made 
uniform aud applicable alike lo all 
citizens." 


Aud, whereas, this Section u object- 


ionable ou the following grounds: 


(a) Such classification is naturally 


offensive to all women, whatever their 
feelings aud desires iu regard to the 
su Urage. 


(b) The inclusion of tbe word sex is 


absolutely uuuecessary, siuce womeu 
are already disfranchised iu the terri- 
tory in question, and a permission to 
lay a restriction which already exists is 
as useless as absurd. 


(c) The inclusion of the word sen 


is unjust, as tending to Influence future

LAWTON—1656 May 14, the 


estate of Robert1 Potter was found to Le 
indebted to the wife of "Captain Law- 
tou" tor twenty pounds borrowed of 
"Captain Lawton'' iu his life time iu 
the year 104U, with use annexed for ten 
years time, (dee Austin's Gen, Diet, of 
R. i. page 157). The identity of this 
"Captain Lawtou" is a question ou 
which I should like veiy much to see 
some light shtd. As he was dead In 


1056, 
he could uot have been George1 


L'lWton who did uot die until 1693, or 
Thomas1 Lawtou who died In 1681. 
Neither Ueorge1 nor Thomas1 Imd a 
child anywhere near maturity in 1646, 
so it seems as though we must look else- 
where for "Captain Lawton." 
One 


other Lawton was in Rhode Island at 
an early date; John1, about whom Ans- 
tiu in his very careful and thorough 
search of the Rhode Island 
records, 


evidently found nothing except his 
uameon the list of inhabitants of New- 
port admitted after 1638 May 20.

John may be the man referred to as 
"Captain Lawtou" iu the matter of
